A moment’s silence is followed 
with the inevitable line, So... Are 
you working? 

In the '70s, we pondered as- 
trology: “What's your sign?” The 
rolling '80s engulfed our sense 
of success: “What do you do?” 
And continuing with the employ- 
ment theme into the '90s, 
instinctively we ask, “So... Are 
you working?” 

It's the pickup line of the 
90s for a generation out of 
work. The effects of unemploy- 
ment on the post-boomer 
population in Edmonton have 
been ignored. A cultural phe- 
nomena within Generation X, 
the twenty-sometbings, has sur- 
faced. How are Gen. Xers coping 
with unemployment? In a word: 
imagination. 

“I graduated from Education 
last spring,” admitted John. “I 
couldn't find a teaching posi- 
tion, so I created my own. Fora 
nominal fee, I teach people how 
to find jobs.” His instruction 
includes resume writing and 
seminars on how to get a job out 
of an interview. “I don’t think 


people realize that my helpful 
tips are based on my own per- 
sonal theories and what I have 
heard along the way, not practi- 
cal experience,” he said. 

Most of the unemployed twen- 
ty-somethings interviewed had 
three similar traits that have ena- 
bled them to survive the harshest

ontreal may lay claim to Canada’s 

largest jazz festival, but that doesn’t 
mean it’s the best. Not as far as pianist John 
Stetch is concerned. The former Edmontoni- 
an won’teven consider playing the Montreal 
festival this year. 

“They don’t treat musicians well enough,” 
says Stetch, on the phone from New York 
where he currently lives. Stetch says 
last year he played the Montreal 
festival and they cut his show short 
by 15 minutes. 

“I came all the way from New 
York to play for only 45 minutes on 
a terrible outdoor stage with really 
bad sound and people just walking 
by drinking beer,” says Stetch. 

In contrast, the piano player raves 
about Edmonton's Jazz City festi- 
val. This year’s edition runs from 
June 24 to July 3. Stetch, who per- 
forms solo piano at Normand’s 
Restaurant (June 24-26 and June 
28-July 6), is one of the more than 
50 acts blowing into town for the 
15th annual jazz festival. 

Stetch says he loved playing at 
Normand’s last year and is looking 
forward to appearing there again. 
He'lllikely dazzle audiences this year 
with music from his newly released 
second album, Carpathian Blues. 

The title track of Stetch’s record- 
ing is actually based on a Ukrainian 
folk song he used to play and dance 

re younger. “I thought 
t work asa blues,” says Stetch. 

Stetch’s new album is certain to 
boost this young musician’s al- 
ready strong reputation. Only 28 
years old, Stetch already has an 
earlier recording, Rectangle Man, 
under his belt. That release earned him a 
Juno nomination for best jazz album of the 
year in 1993. 

Next, in November and December of ’93, 
Stetch followed up with a one-two punch. 
First, he was one of three finalists picked 
from a field of 360 in the Thelonious Monk

Stetch. “They said Oscar Peterson was an 
adjunct professor there and I never saw him 
once. I didn’t see his face all year.” 

Stetch decided not to stick around. He 
went to Montreal and studied further at 
McGill University. Last year, taking a cue 
from piano player Renee Rosnes and others, 
Stetch received a Canada Council study grant 
and moved to New York. 

He says it’s not his home forever, though. 
“It’s a little depressing sometimes in 
New York, because this city is so dark 
and dirty, and kind of dangerous.” 

Nonetheless, he points out that 
New York is, for a young jazz musi- 
cian, the place to be. “If you want to 
grow and learn, it’s almost essential 
to be here for a while. There’s such a 
large pool of great players, it’s hard 
to want to leave here.” 

Count Stetch in among that group 
of great players. Carpathian Blues 
has been picked up by Sony for 
Canadian distribution, a fact that 
cheers up Stetch to no end. 

Before, he sold his first album at 
the clubs that he played and left 
copies behind on consignment at 
the record stores. “Now,” he laughs, 
“They’ re going to have it in Yellow- 
knife and Inuvik.” 

A kindred companion to Stetch 
at Jazz City very well might be 
Fred Hersch. The New York City- 
based piano player brings his trio 
to the Centennial Library Thea- 
tre, July 1, at 6 p.m. 

In the crush of musicians playing 
the festival, Hersch might be over-~ 
looked. That would be a shame. He’s 
an extraordinary keyboard player, as 
he demonstrates on his latest re- 
lease, Fred Hersch at Maybeck. 

On that solo piano recording, 
he moves between gracefui interpretations 
of Gershwin and Hammerstein classics, to 
virtuoso performances of Thelonius Monk 
and Ornette Coleman numbers. 

Hersch’s playing is distinctive, eclectic, 
and surprising. Get in line for tickets to see

hat happens when, as was 
the case last April, 35 guys in

As we now know, it all happened: 
ten concerts in six days, including 
four for school kids, 57 musicians 
plus staff, shuttled across the north 
by plane, bus, van, sometimes pack- 
ing and leaving right after a concert 
and arriving in the new venue in 
the wee hours to tiptoe through 
dimlit hotel corridors and crash 
for a few hours before it began all 
over again. Thanks to tour manag- 
er Tracy Elofson it all went so 
smoothly that the orchestra mem- 
bers could relax and effortlessly 
confront those few unforeseeable 
glitches with wondrous humor and 
infinite flexibility. 

I wangled my way aboard by of- 
fering to host the main concerts 
and produce some material for my 
own home base, CKUA. The idea 
was to do something, whatever I 
could, to help out and in the bar- 
gain take a gander at the one third 
of Canada that lies above the 60th 
parallel. I myself am a bit north of 
60 and this was too good an oppor- 
tunity to pass up. 

But it was the faces that made’ 
this trip, the unforgettable faces of 
the listeners. 

The general air of excitement 
which greeted Uri Mayer and the 
orchestra was almost tangible. Yel- 
lowknife took the cake in this 
regard. For the concert, sold out 
weeks before, the audience

the orchestra for another decade 
or so, and drifted off into the twilit 
night, still talking about the con- 
cert. 

And the faces at the Arctic Art 
Gallery reception after that con- 
cert seemed to share secret smiles:

We can’t tell you about it; you have 
to find out for yourselves.” 

Then there were the faces of the 
children of Strings Across the Sky in 
Inuvik. Several years ago, having 
heard the visiting Toronto Sympho- 
ny, they began dreaming of playing 

with an orchestra. Andrea Hanson 
Jorgenson, a violinist with the TS, 
Started them on their way, visiting, 
at her own expense, three times a 
year, to teach, inspire, involve fami- 
lies, looking toward the day when 
the next symphony orchestra would 
pay a visit. On April 28, it all came 
together. Composer Raymond 
Luedeke had arranged, just for this 
group and orchestra, the traditional 
“Amazing Grace.” The 35 children 
proceeded down the aisle, playing, 
as the audience rose to its feet. Now 
watch the faces. All shades, all shapes. 
Children, parents - even orchestra - 
-many damp eyes and furtive hankies, 
great pride, as they repeated the 
familiar strain, then sang it. Andrea 
was there, in from Toronto, leading 
her charges; the granddaughter of 
Emmanuel Felix was there. He lives 


in Tuktoyaktuk, had been our guide 
that afternoon in Tuk but could talk of 
little else but the concert that night. 

There were those Tuk faces, too, 
haloed in fur parkas, merry-eyed 
and brown as we Southerners in- 
vaded their hamlet, snapping 
pictures, and even their homes, in 
search of carvings and handcrafts. 

And then there was the radiant 
face of the young mother at the 
matinée in Whitehorse. Her two 
children, excited by the school con- 
certs on Friday, had presented her 
with the best Mother's Day present 
they could think of — a ticket for 
the Saturday concert. 

Oh, by the way, within hours of 
Barry Nemish’s sad departure, Brian 
Thurgood flew in to cover the tym- 
pani part, David Hoyt played the 
English horn solo on his French hom 
(true bilingualism in action) until 
Heather Haydu was back up the next 
day, and NWT Air first laid on a Her- 
cules for the missing instruments, but 
was able to borrow a venerable DC-3 
from Buffalo Air, load it up and get it 
to Yellowknife before the sun came 
up (Now that’s the way to run an 
airline!). As for the tuxedos in Inu- 
vik, letalone the covey ofblossoming 
violinists, who can tell? But it does 
seem, all things considered, that the 
ESO playing music like this for peo- 
ple like that — ah, those faces! — 
could well be thought of as a sort of

Eleanor Lazare's view from the balcony

leanor Lazare is looking at the 

photograph in her hand. Itisa 
picture that she has taken from her 
balcony, showing the Edmonton 
skyline as an indistinct dark form 
set against a luminously overcast 
sky. Her idea is to enlarge the im- 
age to enormous proportions, to 
about five feet high, but she’s won- 
dering how this particular 
photograph will come out. In the 
picture, the setting sun is cloaked 
in clouds, creating a diffuse, creamy 
light and all of the detail is lost ina 
general fuzz of shadowy forms. 

“This negative is under-ex- 
posed to begin with. It’s starting 
to fall apart really soon. Even at 
16 by 20, it’s starting to fall apart,” 
she muses. “It may just be too 
much if I blow it up to five by six 
feet.” Still, if she can pull it off, 
that is if she can inflate the effect 
along with the image, it might be 
pretty impressive. 

Lazare is talking about her new 
photographic project and how she 
got the idea from looking out 
through her balcony windows. “I 
would be sitting on my couch 
watching television, and I would 
find myself just looking at the sky. 
And I thought, I really like those 
clouds. I think I'll take a picture. 
Everyone does pictures of clouds 
and the skyline, but I thought ‘so 
what?’ Maybe I can do something 
different with it.” 

From her tenth floor apartment, 
the view of the city’s western sky- 
line is spectacular. Inspiring. The 
problem is finding a way to synthe- 


size that natural grandeur into art. 
When art attempts to match na- 
ture, art often loses out. Grandeur 
depicted easily turns to bombast, 
but Lazare isn’t letting the pros- 
pect worry her. She’s letting her 
instincts guide her and her instincts 
tell her to go ahead and try to 
match the effect, even try to match 
the scale of nature. 

“The bigness idea had to do with 
looking at the sky and thinking that 
I want to make it that big,” she 
says. “As big as that window. I also 
wanted to see how the images 
would ‘break up’ when I enlarged 
them. It’s kind of like Seurat, poin- 
tillism. The idea that the image 
would bea blur of specks up close, 
but would come together when you 
stepped back from it.” 

Lazare, who is probably better 
known for her portraits, sees these 
new works as a continuation of the 
“landscapes” that she has been 
doing for some years. What she 
describes as her “landscapes” have 
generally been depictions ofscenes 
close to home — views seen from 
her home or sometimes seen in- 
side her home as in a series of 
cryptic compositions that she made 
a few years back recording the cas- 
ual clutter —the intimate 
topography — of her apartment. 

Lazare would like to show more, 
but cost is a factor, and even with 
only five the whole idea is pretty 
risky. As she says, “I’m really work- 
ing with the unknown. I don’t have 
a clue what's going to happen. I 
have an idea in my mind of what I 
want, but whether or not it'll 
work...”

Hothouse believes everyone can relate to furniture

dmonton, home of the much 

beleaguered Oilers, killer pot 
holes and The Mall, can now lay 
claim to North America’s answer to 
Bauhaus (NOT the band or couch 
variety). Weathering long, cold win- 
ters and a bleak economic outlook, 
Hothouse has flowered to become 
the toast of those who appreciate 
functional, affordable art. With a 
Downtown retail space and asouth- 
side studio/workshop, Hothouse 
has managed to come along way 
since their first showing two and a 
half years ago. 

“It evolved from meager begin- 
nings,” explains Christian Smith, 
who along with Tom Sharp, Donna 
Nygren, Tim Antoniuk and Dennis 
Lenarduzzi, make up the five mem- 
ber group. “ We had finished our 
studies at the University of Alberta in 
the Industrial Design Program and 
no one had a space to continue cre- 
ating. Originally, we got together to 
set up a shop and from there, new 
opportunities opened up to us.” 

On November 20, 1992, Hothouse 
unveiled their unique, Spartan-like 
furniture designs at the now-defunct 
Design Zone Gallery in the former 
City Centre. The response was over- 
whelming; over 300 people showed 
up for opening night. 

“Our work is really new for both 
Edmonton and Canada,” states Den- 
nis Lenarduzzi, the only member not 
to have gone through the Industrial 
Design Program. 

“Everyone can relate to furniture,” 
adds Sharp.”While many people have 
a hard time relating to art, everyone

has furniture and every- 
one can appreciate what 
they like. They feel qual- 
ified to comment on it 
because they own some 
already.” 

While the retail store 
has been open for only 
a year in Commerce 
Place, Edmonton is 
already familiar with 
the Hothouse styling 
through their interior 
designs and lighting for 
restaurants and shops; the new inte- 
rior of RATT at the University, the 
lighting at the Bronx and the seating at 
The Daily Planet. Presently, there area 
few projects they are working on in 
Vancouver; Edmonton is exporting 
“hipness” to Lotus Land. 

“The retail and design end is a 
very viable business and it allows us 
to do more speculative ventures,” 
explains Smith. 

“Interior design allows us to cre- 
ate a total environment, so that when 
someone walks into the right atmos- 
phere, they are blown away,” adds 
Lenarduzzi. 

The fact that all five members are 
under 30 and are garnering notice 
(and orders) from across North 
America is enough to blow most 
people away, yet, like their de- 
signs, Hothouse remains down to 
earth and uncluttered by success. 
They have been caught a bit off 
guard by how quickly their busi- 
ness has taken off. Up until a few 
months ago, the retail store was 
manned by each member but with 
their growing popularity, they’ve 
hired a full-time manager to run

the store as a separate entity, 
freeing up more time for creating 
in the studio. 

“Up until now, our thinking was 
short term,” says Lenarduzzi. “ Now 
we have to think long term and for- 
mulate an actual business plan.” 

“New opportunities present new 
problems,” elaborates Donna Ny- 
gren, the lone female of the group . 
“Things have been taking off really 
quickly and we're constantly faced 
with new challenges.” 

They would like to eventually sec 
retail outlets in other cities,with the 
same kind oflocation the Edmonton 
store enjoys now. 

“Its in a place where a lot of our 
clientele work and they can come by 
and browse during lunch and after 5 
pm.” says Sharp. 

“It’s a very European thing to go 
buy bread at the bakery, then cheese 
at the cheese shop and then go buy a 
chair at a place like Hothouse,” con- 
tinues Antoniuk. “The Europeans 
have all of these specialty shops rath. 
er than North America’s mega stores 
or malls, and I think it’s amuch more 
interesting way to shop.” ©

The Sterlings try out its new face-lift

f you were in a room surround 

ed by actors, directors, produc- 
tion people, writers and other 
movers and shakers, you would 
probably think California. Wrong. 
Think Hollywood, Alberta; that’s 
Edmonton in Theatre English. Like 
all the true “big” cities in Canada, 
awards are given out, like Vancou- 
yer'’s Jessie, Toronto’s Dora and 
Edmonton’s Sterling, recognizing 
the achievements of live theatre. 

Reminiscent of the American glam- 
type awards, this year’s Sterling 
ceremony will kick off a brand new 
look. Not only has the award itself 
been given a face-lift but the whole 
committee has been restructured. 

In the beginning, there was live 
theater and there were festivals. In 
order to better promote live theat- 
er, the Performing Art Publicists 
Association (PAPA) surveyed the 
interest of the arts community to 
create some form of recognition 
for their achievements. The Eliza- 
beth Sterling Haynes award, the 
Sterlings, were born. 

But the chaotic voting process 
was exclusive to five PAPA mem- 
bers only and the Sterlings became 
a popularity contest rather than a 
recognition of live theater. With 
the recession and declining audi- 
ences in all theatres, the arts 
community revamped the policies 
and procedures, restructured the 
voting process and produced the 
awards ceremony, while PAPA, un- 
der president James Morrissey, took 
charge of the administration. 
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“a guilty pleasure; you'll find yourself laughing."

Haslam says, “Something like this 
should be monitored by people in 
the community every year. Without 
it, we're just grinding to a stop.” 

The voting process requires 12 
judges for adult professional thea- 
tre and five judges for young 
audiences theatre to decide on the 
list of nominees by secret ballot. 
That list is voted on by members in 
all areas of the arts community.

“This is the ideal democracy,” 
Says Morrissey. 

The nominees will be presented 
their awards on June 20 at the Ster- 
ling gala.

Fast Larry 


Major Burns quickens his pace on the theatre circuit

or the next six weeks, Larry 

Linville will be in charge of 
making sure the adrenaline runs 
high at the Mayfield Dinner Thea- 
tre in the British farce It Runs in 
the Family. But the veteral actor is 
up for the task. His previous job, 
playing in Neil Simon’s Rumors on 
Broadway, kept him on his toes for 
a year before his latest outing in 
Edmonton. Performing with a main- 
ly local cast of 11, he and actor 
John Wright are so far wringing the 
belly laughs under the tight direc- 
tion of Ron Ulrich. A classic case of 
mistaken identities, the comedy 
moves along at a brisk pace. 

Most familiar to TV viewers as 
Major Frank Burns in the TV series 
M*A*S*H, his dour but hilarious 
character was a staple foil for chief 
protagonist Hawkeye Pierce in the 
five years he worked on the sit- 
~om. “In film time alone it was 
equivalent to 27 full-length mo- 
tion pictures -- back to back,” says 
Linville of the experience. 

The one camera-filmed show 
had the luxury of one day's re- 
hearsal time. Each episode was shot 
in three days by putting away ten to 
12 pages of script a day. “Which 
was outrageous, yet efficient,” adds 
Linville. “At the time the movie 
Towering Inferno was being shot, 
they were lucky to put two pages 
away daily.” 

Theatre people made up the bulk 
of the M*A*S*H cast, so they “could 
get with it,” when it came to time 
constraints. Unlike TV shows pro- 
duced nowadays, M*A*S*H also had 
a battery of seasoned comedy writ- 





ers going back to the Uncle Miltie 


wanted to “fly for NASA, be a jet 
pilot and go to the moon,” until he 
discovered that he was color blind 
and hardly air force material. 

Understandably upset, he turned 
to “cheap therapy by acting during 
college.” Friends convinced him to 
try out the shaky career path full- 
time. He went to England, 
auditioned and was one of five co- 
lonials to win a scholarship at the 
Royal Academy of Arts in London. 
He hasn't given up on his aeronau- 
tical dream, however. To date, he 
is building his fourth one-man 
plane in his garage. 

In the last few years he has been 
on the lecture circuit giving inspi- 
rational talks to college crowds on 
the merits of choosing lifestyles 
and careers based on personal 
dreams, rather than the expecta- 
tions of others. “I’ve had one hell 
of a ride, coming out of a conserv- 
ative family and a 10-acre dirt farm 
in northern California. I've been a 
millionaire several times and dead- 
ass broke a couple of times, but I 
never got in the business to get 
wealthy.” 

It was on one of those engage- 
ments in Chicago last Hallowe’en 
where he met his current wife, 
Deborah, a radio news journalist. 
At a five-level disco inferno party 
after his speech, she came up to 
him and suggested they split from 
the venue. That evening, he felt the 
tug. “Both of us were like two por- 
traits of despair,” recalls Linville, 
“but we knew this was it.” After five 
months of courting, they were mar- 
ried in Philadelphia over the recent

For that matter, it’s obvious that 
Wilson, bassist Tino Zolfo, keyboard- 
ists Mark Ramsey and Doug Aide, 
guitarist Jackson Langley, drummer 
Paul Roberts and percussionist 
Michael Looms could never be con- 
tent to sit still.

So far they've released one cas- 
sette and are planning to unleasha 
CD later this year.

Ss: the voice on the phone, 
“I got in a pretty bad mood 
about all this stuff when I was 
with the T-Birds and I quit, but 
I have a different attitude; I’m 
excited again.” On the eve of his 
upcoming tour, guitarist/singer- 
songwriter Jimmie Vaughan is 
speaking from his modest Span- 
ish-style home in Austin, Texas, 
relaxing with some promo work 
before the show hits the road. 
Indeed, the veteran performer 
does sound genuinely excited 
and ready to go as he talks about 
his new album, Strange Pleasure. 

Strange Pleasure has quite 
ironically brought Vaughan’s ca- 
reer full circle, albeit a million 
tales later. Besides being his very 
first solo album after a lengthly 
career with the Fabulous Thun- 
derbirds, it also marks 
Vaughan’s first studio partici- 
pation since 1990’s bittersweet 
Family Style — brother Stevie’s 
helicopter crash occurred only 
weeks after its release. That trag- 
edy, combined with Jimmie’s 
alleged hard living lifestyle with 
the T-Birds, proved to be too 
much, turning him off the biz. 
Said Vaughan, “I really burned 
it at both ends for many years — 
I was with the T-Birds for 15 
years. I, uh...can out of gas, sol 
quit. Then I made Family Style 
with Stevie, and then he got 
killed, and then I really didn’t 
want to do anything.” 

Given the brothers’ re- 
knowned closeness, bringing up 
the subject of the unauthorized 
family bio (Caught In The Cross- 
fire) was inevitable. Vaughan is 
quick to bury it: “That book,” he 
spits, 
bullshit. A lot of it was just peo- 
ple who were saying things to 
get themselves in the book.” 

One fact that does exist, how- 
ever, is that Strange Pleasure is 
an album of firsts for Vaughan. 
“This is my first record ever. My 
first solo record, where I wrote 
and sang everything,” says 
Vaughan, and there might be just 
a little trace of impatience in his 
voice, for although the T-Birds 
gained critical success, they 
didn't achieve the mass appeal of, 
say, Stevie’s more flamboyant 
style. “It’s funny,” he continues, 
“because it’s charting in the new 
artists category and I’ve made 11 
or 12 albums over the years...” 

In other words, Strange Pleas- 
ure has been along time coming.

Out of 1000 entries 
in the National 
Guitar Warz Com- 
petition, Cameron 
walked away with 
the hardware. 

The following 
year, he was nomi- 
nated for three ARIA 
awards and in 1992 
and was awarded first runner-up in K-97’s 
Homegrown Competition judged by Desmond 
Child (the industry's leading music doctor), 
Glass Tiger singer Alan Frew and Blue Rodeo 
singer Jim Cuddy. 

Last year, Cameron finally won an ARIA for 

_ Best Rock Artist and won SOCAN’s national 

_ songwriting competition for western Canada. 

- With constant touring from coast to coast, 
_ Cameron developed an electrifying stage show. 
- Opening spots for Jeff Healey and performanc- 
_ eswith Colin James, The Kentucky Headhunters, 
- Paul Dean of ae Jerry Pisa A The 
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wide deal with A&M, FIST went on to sell out 
several arena tours in Canada and Europe, play- 
ing with the likes of ZZ Top, Motorhead, Krokus 
and Molly Hatchet. They received Juno nomina- 
tions in Canada and in Europe, they won a spot 
on the very first Monsters of Rock tour. Bandlead- 
er Ron Chenier himself was nominated as one of 
the top 100 guitar players in the world. 

All of the band’s previous six albums are expect- 
ed to reach gold and platinum status in the very 
near future via CD reissues. Demand in Canada 
and Europe has warranted an anthology due this 
summer, and yet another album is schedule for 
late 1994. The current CD by FIST is called Reign 
of Terror, which scored rave reviews in such 
metal trade publications as Kerrang. 


LLEN McILWAINE 


Ellen Mcilwaine’s background is diverse. 
She spent her first 15 years in Japan, attend- 
ing a Canadian school. She also began playing 
piano at age 5, listened to New Orleans R&B 
and sang in the church choir. Returning in 
the mid-’60s to North America with her mis- 
sionary parents, McIlwaine settled in Atlanta, 
Georgia, where she began playing guitar and 
singing in local clubs: She moved to Green- 


. Wich Village in the late ’60s, where Jimi 


Hendrix took her under his wing and gave 
her support and encouragement as a teenag- 
er starting her career. 

McIlwaine played solo through the ’70s, 


incorporating such techniques as playing bass 


lines agianst driving rhythms and singing the 
lead guitar parts. Using her voice as another 
guitar along with her powerfully intense vo- 
cal scattering acrobatics became her 
trademark. 

In the 80s, she assembled a bassist and drum- 
mer and swung out into the fast lane of lead 
guitar playing. Retaining her amizingly innova- 
tive slide techniques and her ability to 
simultaneously integrate rhythm and lead styles, 
MclIlwaine has carved out her own territory in 
the hallowed hall of guitar heroes.

RIPLE THREAT 


Nominees for a Juno Award earlier 
this year, Alberta’s own Triple Threat 
are quickly making converts out of their 
brand of acoustic blues. And true to 
their name, the group is a trio of power- 
house personalities. 

Tim Williams learned his craft in the 
early ’60s. Along with Ry Cooder, John 
Fahey and every other young man witha 
love of the blues, Williams watched and 
studied the blues masters, developing a 
fine voice as well as superb guitar and 
songwriting skills. 

Virtuoso guitarist Johnny V has been per- 
forming the blues for 20 years. During that 
same time his ability has stunned audienc- 
es and garnered the respect of the genre’s 
finerst performers. He’s regarded as one 
of the finest guitarists in Canada, ranked 
on par with Amos Garrett, Colin James and 
Jeff Healey. 

Harmonica player Rusty Reed proves that 
dedication and commitment achieves suc- 
cess. Reed worked the TransCanada pipeline 
for 16 years, blowing harp as he worked. He 
is now recognized by audiences and fellow 
musicians alike as a force to be reckoned 
with.

scene, featuring organist and vocalist Will 
MacCalder. Before long, they changed their 
name to Willie and the Walkers and were off 
and running. Capitol Records released their 
first single, “Diamonds and Gold,” in 1966 
which led to a string of hits before MacCal- 
der left for Vancouver in 1973. 

After a series of projects on the west coast 
with a contingent of musicians that would 
eventually become the core of the rock group 
Prism, MacCalder became involved in a Gas- 
town house band. What started as a sideline 
outfit led to the formation of what would be 
the hottest Canadian blues act of the ’80s: 
The Powder Blues. They scored gold with 
albums like Uncut and singles like “Thirsty 
Ears,” and even won a Juno for Best New 
Group in 1981. In the years that followed, 
MacCalder was constantly nominated for 
the CARAS best keyboardist award. He also 
worked with the likes of Ferron, Spirit of the 
West, Jim Byrnes, Billy Cowsill and Susan 
Jacks. 

By the late 1980s, New Year’s Eve reun- 
ions in Edmonton with the original Walker 
outfit were becoming habit-forming, so it 
made sense for him to resurrect the band for 
real. 

The Edmonton appearances were well- 
received, proving that the Edmonton music 
community does indeed have long and fond 
memories of Willie and the Walkers.

Mitchell will headline a bill of over 
50 performers that include Murray 
McLauchlan, T-Bone Burnett, Gaye 
Delorme, Jimmy Witherspoon, Sha- 
ron Shannon (Waterboys), Four Men 
and A Dog, Ceoiberg, Jr. Gone Wild, 
Oumou Sigare and Blue Rodeo. 

Two areas that Wickham concedes 
may be weaker than he would like 
are world music and acts geared to 
younger patrons. Of the latter, he 
believed that the festival may be lack- 
ing a certain “grunge element” that 
appeals to that age group. “We have 
to work on it,” he noted. 

Nonetheless, organizers expect up 
to 55,000 people to attend the four- 
day event. (Sheena Stewart) 


Leap of Faith 


Big Faith, a band comprised of some of 
Canada’s most accomplished musicians 
recently played a three-nighter at Ike 
‘n’ Iggy’s. Although their latest album, 
Undertow, was released independent- 
ly, lead vocalist Chris Tait claims that 
the lack of a record label was by choice, 
not chance. 

“We decided about halfway through 
recording this album that we wanted 
to go independent. At this point in 
Canada for us, it just seemed to make 
sense because we gained a lot of confi- 
dence from our individual experiences 
over the years. What we ended up doing 
was hiring a lot of the elements you get 
in-house with a record company. It 
was sort of like getting rid of the 
middleman, so to speak.” 

Being an independent act also 


leaves complete creative control in 


the hands of these accomplished 
musicians, Besides Tait, formerly of 
Chalk Circle, Big Faith includes Fer- 
gus Jemison Marsh (from Bruce 
Cockburn’s band) on Chapman stick 
and bass, Michael Sloski on drums 
and Ken Greer, who was recently in 
town backing Lawrence Gowan, on 
guitar. Greer’s riveting pedal steel 
dominates much of Undertow. 

“We have absolute control,” Tait con- 
tinues. “There’s not even the question 
of fighting with anyone, ‘cause we are 
the record company.” (Paula Kirman)

The hounds of privateering politician Steve 
West may still be baying at the studio doors 
of CKUA, but the publicly-funded radio 
station may not be serving its own cause for 
longevity by alienating its younger listeners. 

After nearly six years of introducing cut- 
ting-edge alternative music to an adolescent 
population, the Sunday morning program, 
Toast and jam, fell victim to the management 
axe and aired for the last time on June 5. 

“I’m angry and upset about it,” said 
the show's host Laura Fraser. “That 
type of music won't get the attention 
that it deserves.” 

Production costs have been cited as 
the reason behind the cancellation, 
yet Fraser believes that the decision 
flies in the face of the station's pro- 


gressive broadcasting mandate.

Tommy Banks’s program Arts Alberta 
has been moved to fill the Sunday morn- 
ing void and Fraser herself now occupies 
the late night weekend shift.

But Fraser, who fully 
intends to incorporate ideas from the old 
T&J show into her weekend stint, is up to 
the challenge.

Eons ago, when the Sire-squired Pretenders 
batallion, led by a hard-boiled platoon leader 
named Chrissie Hynde, waded onto the 
beaches of New Wave Neverland, the role 
of women in music from that point on would 
never be the same. Sure, back then, she had 
plenty of company, like Patti Smith and 
Marianne Faithfull, but her contempories 
had to rely on dragging their own crosses of 
vulnerability to reach iconic status. Hynde, 
on the other hand, has always avoided the 
victim-vanguard stigma.

On The Pretenders’ sixth album, The Last of 
the Independents, the sound is vintage 1980s, 
which was powerful enough in its prime to cut 
down the coquettishness of Sheena Easton 
and the tough-but-tarty facade of Pat Benatar.

Nightcap: The Unreleased 
Masters 1973-1991 

(EMI) 


Nightcap is the third CD compilation in 
the trilogy of releases to celebrate Jethro 
Tull’s 25th anniversary. 

The first of the two CDs is dubbed 
The Chateau D'lsaster Tapes. It is the 
complete “lost” album recorded in 1972 
between two of Tull’s most famous con- 
cept albums, Thick As A Brick and A Pas- 
sion Play. Recorded at the Chateau 
D'Herouville near Paris, this project was 
ultimately scrapped, with most of the 
original tapes thought to be lost or de- 
stroyed until recently. 

The second CD, entitled Unreleased 
and Rare, contains out-takes from various 
Tull albums, including “Paradise 
Steakhouse” from the 1974 sessions for 
the album Warchild to “Truck Stop Run- 
ner,” a track dropped from Tull’s most 
recent studio release Catfish Rising. It also 
contains tracks which were released on 
singles in the U.K. only. 

Led by lan Anderson’s characteris- 
tic rocky, quavering vocals and flute 
stylings which have become Tull’s most 
identifiable trademarks, the music of 
both CDs is strong and solid, bound by 
the common thread of creative lyrics 
and musical extravagance. Nightcap is 
a necessary addition to any serious 
Tull fan’s collection.

performance art for the electronic age 


Screan is coming to town, and 
from what I’ve seen of their video/ 
press kit, the show should be trippin’ 
This Montreal performance group 
(Phil Giborski, Willy Le Maitre and 
Eric Rosenzveig) integrates LIVE 
tonal, theatrical and visual elements 
into a show which should set your 
mind aswirl. The reason for the 
emphasis on live is these guys aren’t 
just going to get up on stage and press 


“play”, as all of the music and most of 


the video will be created on the spot. 
Oftentimes, video and sound will 
interact, as Screan employs a 
technology called (David Rokeby’s) 
Very Nervous System. VNS works by 
recognizing variations in light and 
movement, then it provides a 
corresponding sound for whatever’s 
being filmed. For example, if the 
performer is standing relatively still 
there’ll be only a few bells and 
whistles; but if he starts to run around 
while flapping his arms like a 
decapitated chicken, VNS will reply 
with an eruption of noise. Though, I 
doubt there will be any random 


barnyard scenarios, as the group has 
been together for ten years, so they’ve 


mastered the nuances of _ this 
technology. 
The video aspect of the 


performance should prove interesting 
as Le Maitre’s visual effects are 
created with props and mirrors, rather 
than computer tricks such as fractals. 
On a piece called Videokaleidoscopy, 
he creates improvisational liquid 
images, which “seek to rationalize 
chaos”. While on Tele Verism,, he 
combines live footage of Giborski and 
Rosenzveig in the buff with prepared 
footage of soap operas, sitcoms, news 
etc... The performers are superimposed 
atop the stock footage to provide 
ghostly emulations of the TV icons on 
screen, which will perhaps illustrate 
the cultural black hole typified by 
something like Three’s Company. 

The gig will happen Friday, June 
17 at Chinook Theatre. So, leave your 
3-D glasses at home, because Screan 
will be coming at you in the flesh.

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Well, | did promise to lay off the 
diatribe business for this column and 
concentrate on the new Metal music 
that has both piqued my interest and 
graced my stereo over the last month or 
so, and, in order to demonstrate my 
commitment to the subject, here goes. 
Just remember, | would be less inclined 
to rail against the iniquity of Tory/ 
Reform policies if they weren’t so 
damned anti-people. Ah well... maybe 
someday. 


It appears as though the angry, ode- 
on-social decay-induced sounds that 
are marking more and more forays into 
the Metal music field (pioneered in no 
small part by British’groups like 
NAPALM DEATH, OPTIMUM WOUND 
PROFILE and PITCHSHIFTER), have 
successfully entered the Northern 
European and Scandinavian Metal 
music scene. Much of the recent stuff 
emanating from this scene has 
centered on the Death and Gloom 
Metal styles that often emphasized very 
intense music to the exclusion of lyrical 
clarity, and all too often ended up with a 
sameness to the music that detracted 
from the “ambient” (not a word | expect 
many of you thought you'd see in a 
Metal column) experience. In other 
words, originality suffered. 

That affliction has, I’m happy to say, 
been disposed of mightily by a brace of 
new releases that use searing Metal fire 









which ts a.step forward from. the hip-hop: 
radundancy.of Premeditated Murder. 
Get ‘Down ‘benefits from the 
considerable production talents of: Dave 
*Rave” Ogilvie. While its cover boasts

lagued by mechanical difficulties, Né industrial 


to scorch the bonds of repetition and 
lack of creativity from infected and 
questing souls. If you really did want 
something different from that Euro- 
Norse post-Death Metal scene, these 
albums definitely fit the bill. Here’s 
hoping they are merely the start of a 
whole new era. 

First up is a five-song mini-album 
from Sweden’s MESHUGGAH that 
rates right up there with album of the 
year contender Desensitized, by 
PITCHSHIFTER. Entitled None, this 
release grabs you by the gonads and 
doesn’t let go until an overpowering 
sense of rage permeates your soul. 
Meshuggah is defined by the dictionary 
as Yiddish/Hebrew for “mad” or 
“insane”, but in this case it seems to 
step beyond that limited scope to 
encompass all of the despair and rage 
that marks so much of modern life. 
Even in supposedly “politically-correct” 
societies like Sweden. If MESHUGGAH 
are prophets of insanity, they're bound 
to strike more than a few responsive 
chords and kindred mad spirits with this 
in-your-face rage. 

From the opening chord-crushing 
expression of discontent on 
“Humiliative” to the incongruity of the 
instrumental “Aztec Two-Step” that 
closes the album, a whole new sense of 
purpose becomes evident; a long 
awaited progression from “mere” Death 
metal that speaks volumes about what 
is coming to be known in Metal circles 
as post-Death (I would almost say post- 
Metal...) age of musical discontent 
wherein old terminology, like old ideas, 
can no longer function adequately to 
describe the sound and the fury. If, as 
MESHUGGAH note in “Sickening, it is 
our future to “crawl in the mess of 
stupidity” we created for ourselves, then 
all is moot. If, as they imply, it is 
possible to do better, then the time to 
do so is now. We don't have that many 
chances left. 

Like MESHUGGAH, all of the other 
new releases from this scene deal with 
these issues in the same manner, 
although they seem to be the most 
intense. Fusing jazzy

Rose”. If MESHUGGAH is “post- 
Death”, DETEST, from Denmark, could 
probably be called “post-Gloom”, but 
any real distinctions are moot. 


PYROGENESIS, on the other hand, 
bring a uniquely TeUtonic-offering to the 
Metal altar with their latest, Waves of 
Erotasia. This four song mini-album 
contains almost melodic, folky 
flourishes mixed in with germanic 
hardcore stylings and Metal rhythms, 
and some very tasty acoustic guitar. Be 
on the lookout for a full-length release. 


Finally, KONKHRA, another Swedish 
band, have, while retaining the closest 
links to more “traditional” Death metal, 
incorporated some fine melodic 
approaches to their more Metalcore 
sounds, and seem to be the closest to a 
sort of Scandinavian musical meeting 
point that emphasizes the strengths of 
the sub-genre. This album, entitled 
Sexual Affective Disorder, maintains the 
borderline vocal dysfunctionality of 
Death Metal, while taking the listener 
on some inventive musical trips that 
add a subtle power to the music. Like all 
of the albums discussed, this one also 
must be listened to repeatedly in order 
to catch these ever-shifting subtleties; 
the effort is certainly worthwhile. In fact, 
buy them all.
